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The System of National Accounts 


In Canada, the National Accounts have been developed since the close 
of the Second World War in a series of publications relating to their 
constituent parts. These have now reached a stage of evolution where 
they can be termed a “System of National Accounts”. For purposes of 
identification, all publications (containing tables of statistics, descriptions 
of conceptual frameworks and descriptions of sources and methods) 
which make up this System carry the term “System of National Accounts” 
as a general title. 


The System of National Accounts in Canada consists of several parts. 
The annual and quarterly Income and Expenditure Accounts (included 
with Catalogue Nos. carrying the prefix 13) were, historically speaking, 
the first set of statistics to be referred to with the title “National Accounts” 
(National Accounts, Income and Expenditure). The Balance of 
International Payments data (Catalogue Nos. with prefix 67) are also 
part of the System of National Accounts and they, in fact, pre-date the 
Income and Expenditure Accounts. 


Greatly expanded structural detail on industries and on goods and 
services is portrayed in the Input-Output Tables of the System 
(Catalogue Nos. with prefix 15). The Catalogue Nos. carrying the prefix 
15 also provide measures of the contribution of each industry to total 
Gross Domestic Product at factor cost as well as Productivity Measures. 


Both the Input-Output tables and the estimates of Gross Domestic 
Product by Industry use the establishment as the primary unit of 
industrial production. Measures of financial transactions are provided 
by the Financial Flow Accounts (Catalogue Nos. with prefix 13). Types 
of lenders and financial instruments are the primary detail in these 
statistics and the legal entity is the main unit of classification of 
transactors. Balance sheets of outstanding assets and liabilities are 
published annually. 


The System of National Accounts provides an overall conceptually 
integrated framework in which the various parts can be considered as 
interrelated sub-systems. At present, direct comparisons amongst those 
parts which use the establishment as the basic unit and those which 
use the legal entity can be carried out only at highly aggregated levels 
of data. However, Statistics Canada is continuing research on enterprise 
company establishment relationships; it may eventually be feasible to 
reclassify the data which are on one basis (say the establishment basis) 
to correspond to the units employed on another (the company or the 
enterprise basis). 


In its broad outline, the Canadian System of National Accounts bears 
a close relationship to the intermational standard as described in System 
of National Accounts, 1993, a joint publication of the Commission of 
the European Communities, International Monetary Fund, Organisation 
for Economic Co-operation and Development, United Nations and World 
Bank. 
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Le systeme de comptabilité nationale 


Au Canada, les comptes nationaux ont fait l'objet depuis la fin de la 
Seconde Guerre mondiale de toute une série de publications portant 
sur leurs éléments constitutifs propres. Ils ont connu une telle évolution 
qu’on peut maintenant les qualifier de “Systeme de comptabilité 
nationale”. Aux fins d’identification, toutes les publications qui font partie 
du systeme (elles contiennent des tableaux statistiques, la description 
du cadre théorique et l’explication des sources et des méthodes) portent 
le titre général de “Systeme de comptabilité nationale”. 


Le systeme de comptabilité nationale du Canada se divise en plusieurs 
catégories de comptes. Les comptes annuels et trimestriels des revenus 
et des dépenses (paraissant dans les publications dont le numéro de 
catalogue commence par 13) ont constitué le premier ensemble de 
statistiques a étre connu sous le titre de “Comptes nationaux’ (Comptes 
nationaux, revenus et dépenses). Les données sur la balance 
canadienne des paiements internationaux (numéro de catalogue 
commengant par 67) font également partie du systeme de comptabilité 
nationale; elles ont méme existé avant les comptes des revenus et 
dépenses. 


Une nomenclature beaucoup plus détaillée d’industries et de biens et 
services figure dans les tableaux d’entrées-sorties du systeme (numéro 
de catalogue commengant par 15). Les publications dont le numéro 
de catalogue commence par 15 comprennent aussi les mesures de 
?apport de chaque branche d’activité au total du produit intérieur brut 
au coat des facteurs ainsi que les mesures de productivité. 


L’établissement est l’unité primaire de production industrielle tant dans 
les tableaux d’entrées-sorties que dans les estimations du produit 
intérieur brut par activité économique. Les comptes de flux financiers 
(publications dont le numéro de catalogue commence par 13) mesurent 
les operations financiéres. Les categories de préteurs et d’instruments 
financiers forment les élements de base de ces statistiques et l’entité 
juridique est le point de départ du classement des agents économiques. 
Les comptes du bilan des actifs et passifs en cours sont disponibles 
annuellement. 


Le systeme de comptabilité nationale constitue un ensemble 
conceptuellement intégrée dans lequel les diverses catégories de 
comptes peuvent étre considérées comme des sous-systemes 
etroitement liés entre eux. Au stade actuel de développement, on ne 
peut faire de comparaison directe entre les éléments basés sur 
létablissement et ceux qui sont basés sur l’entité juridique que lorsque 
les données sont groupées dans des catégories tres générales. 
Toutefois, Statistique Canada poursuit ses recherches sur les relations 
entre l’entreprise, la société et |’établissement. Il sera peut-étre possible 
un jour de reciasser les données établies sur une certaine base 
(’'établissement par exemple) de maniere a les faire correspondre aux 
données établies sur une autre base tsociété ou entreprise). 


Dans ses grandes lignes, le systeme de comptabilité nationale du 
Canada suit de tres pres la norme internationale exposée dans la 
publication System of National Accounts, 1993 produite conjointement 
par la Commission des Communautés européennes, le Fonds 
monétaire international, Organisation pour la Coopération et le 
Développement Economiques, les Nations Unies et la Banque 
mondiale. 
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In Memorium 


A Man of Vision, Conviction and Humanity: 


Terry Gigantes (1935-1997) 


Terry Gigantes died peacefully on December 1, 1997, a few 
weeks short of his 63rd birthday. His wife, two children, brother 
and two devoted friends were at his bedside. During the some 
fourteen months between his diagnosis of lung cancer and 
his death, Terry endured surgery, chemotherapy and radiation 
therapy with fortitude and cheerfulness. 


Born in Athens in 1935, as a child Terry was brought by his 
parents to Alexandria, Egypt, after his father and uncle, both 
officers in the Greek Army, incurred the wrath of the country’s 
fascist regime. After the German occupation of Greece and 
Yugoslavia in 1941, his father and uncle sought to rejoin the 
remnants of the Greek army which had fled to Egypt, and 
eventually joined the British Army. Terry’s father enlisted in 
an elite commando unit and participated in many daring 
operations; he later organized a separate Greek unit, the 
Sacred Brigade, which fought magnificently in the 
Mediterranean. His uncle retumed to the mainland to organize 
resistance against the occupiers and was killed in action. His 
only brother, a noted journalist and author and now a 
Canadian Senator, served in the Royal Navy. Terry’s family 
background sheds important insight into his life as a man 
who lived up to the ideals for which his father, uncle and 
brother fought. 


Terry returned to Greece at the end of the war, then moved to 
the US in the mid-fifties. He completed his B.A. at Georgetown 
University in 1958 and obtained his M.A. in economics from 
McGill University in 1960. 


Terry began his career at Statistics Canada in 1962 with the 
Central Research and Development Staff. He soon headed 
the Input-Output unit, working to develop the then embryonic 
input-output tables and models. The unit expanded to a 
Division in the mid-sixties, with Terry as its director. In 1969, 
the Division released the first annual input-output tables, for 
the year 1961. The development of input-output models 
followed. In 1973, Terry was appointed Director-General of 
the System of National Accounts (Structural) Branch. After a 
one-year secondment to Treasury Board, in December 1976, 
he accepted a four-year posting with the OECD in Paris, first 
as Head of the Statistics Service and later as Director of the 
newly created Data Processing and Statistical Service. 


Terry retumed to Statistics Canada in 1981 and was appointed 
Director-General of Methods and Standards Branch in 1982. 
He later headed Resources, Technology and Services 
Statistics Branch and, briefly, the Classification Systems 
Branch. He returned to his life long passion, the national 
accounts, in 1987, serving as senior research advisor to 
Stewart Wells, Assistant Chief Statistician responsible for the 
national accounts. Following his retirement in 1992, Terry 
undertook several missions on behalf of the International 
Monetary Fund, helping Lithuania, Bulgaria, Ukraine, Kenya 
and Haiti develop a modern system of national accounts. At 
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Un homme de conviction, humain et visionnaire: 


Terry Gigantes (1935-1997) 


Terry Gigantes s’est éteint paisiblement le 1er décembre 1997, 
quelques semaines avant son 63e anniversaire, avec a ses cétés 
sa femme, ses deux enfants, son frere et deux amis trés chers. 
Pendant les 14 mois écoulés entre le diagnostic de son cancer du 
poumon et son décés, Terry a supporté une opération, la 
chimiothérapie et la radiothérapie avec courage et bonne humeur. 


Né a Athénes en 1935, Terry, encore enfant, fut amené par ses 
parents a Alexandrie en Egypte, aprés que son pére et son oncle, 
tous deux officiers de ’armée grecque, eurent encouru la colére 
du régime fasciste du pays. Aprés l’occupation de la Gréce et de 
la Yougoslavie par l’Allemagne en 1941, son peére et son oncle 
tenterent de rallier le reste de l’'armée grecque qui avait fui en 
Egypte et rejoignirent éventuellement les rangs de l’armée 
britannique. Le peére de Terry s’engagea dans un commando d’élite 
et participa a nombre d’opérations audacieuses; il organisa par la 
suite une unité grecque distincte, la Brigade sacrée, qui s’illustra 
dans la Méditerranée. Son oncle retourna en Gréce pour organiser 
la résistance contre l’occupant et fut tué au combat. Son seul frére, 
journaliste et écrivain réputé et maintenant sénateur canadien, 
servit dans la Royal Navy. Lhistoire de la famille de Terry permet 
de mieux comprendre l'homme, puisqu’il a vécu toute sa vie selon 
les idéaux que lui avaient inculqués son pére, son oncle et son 
frére. 


Terry retourna en Grece a la fin de la guerre, puis partit pour les 
Etats-Unis au milieu des années cinquante. I] termina son 
baccalauréat a la Georgetown University en 1958 et obtint par la 
suite sa maitrise en Economie de l’université McGill en 1960. 


Terry entreprit sa carriére a Statistique Canada en 1962, au ‘Central 
Research and Development Staff’, et prit bientdt la téte de la section 
d’entrées-sorties, travaillant a l’élaboration des tableaux et modéles 
d’entrées-sorties, alors embryonnaires. Cette section devint une 
division au milieu des années soixante et Terry en fut nommé 
directeur. En 1969, la division publia les premiers tableaux 
d’entrées-sorties annuels, portant sur 1961. Le développement 
des modeéles vint plus tard. Terry fut nommeé directeur général de 
la direction des Comptes nationaux (structurels) en 1973. En 
décembre 1976, apres un détachement d’un an auprés du Conseil 
du Trésor, il accepta une affectation de quatre ans a (OCDE a 
Paris, d’abord a titre de chef du Service statistique, puis de directeur 
du Service d’informatique et de statistique nouvellement créé. 


Terry revint a Statistique Canada en 1981 et fut nommé directeur 
général de la direction des Méthodes et des normes en 1982. 
Puis il dirigea la direction des Statistiques des ressources, de la 
technologie et des services et, brievement, celle des Systemes de 
classification. En 1987, il revint a la passion de sa vie, les comptes 
nationaux, a titre de conseiller principal de Stewart Wells, 
Statisticien en chef adjoint responsable des comptes nationaux. 
Apres sa retraite en 1992, Terry entreprit plusieurs missions pour 
le compte du Fonds Monétaire International, en Lituanie, en 
Bulgarie, en Ukraine, au Kenya et en Haiti, pour aider ces pays a 
développer une comptabilité nationale moderne. En méme temps, 
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the same time, he pursued his own research work which, 
these last years, focused on a critique of Canadian economic 
policies in the last two decades, for he was convinced that 
their neo-conservative thrust was fundamentally misguided. 
As with this recent work, aborted by his untimely death, all of 
Terry’s professional career was inspired by a profound 
dedication to principles of social equity and fairness. 


Thanks to Terry Gigantes, input-output analysis has an 
enduring place at Statistics Canada. He pioneered the first 
Canadian input-output tables and was responsible for the 
more elaborate system of ‘rectangular’ tables still in use today. 
They are now the benchmark for the System of National 
Accounts and will play a central role in the PIPES project. 
The commodity dimension of the rectangular tables he 
introduced was pivotal in the development of statistics on 
inter-provincial trade flows. His ideas led to the development 
of various economic models that are still in operation in 
Input-Output Division and Analytical Studies Branch. The 
framework that he developed is the basis for much of the 
current work on tourism and on the environment. A key 
element of Statistics Canada’s environment statistics 
program, the material and energy flow accounts, which track 
resource use and waste emissions, is a direct result of the 
work he initiated in Structural Analysis Division some 
twenty-five years ago. This legacy is an enduring testimony 
to his intellectual abilities and vision. 


The international recognition that Statistics Canada has 
earned in the field of input-output analysis is due in no small 
part to Terry Gigantes. He presented papers on input-output 
techniques at several international conferences and was 
considered one of the foremost experts in the field, in Canada 
and internationally. He contributed significantly to the 
institutionalisation of input-output, then a new area of national 
accounts and a new analytical method in economics, and 
now a standard tool in policy analysis. 


Terry's professional achievements inspired admiration and 
set high standards. But to those who knew him, it was his 
personality that most endeared him. His family background 
and early experiences combined to make him a remarkably 
kind, compassionate and generous man. As so many friends 
and colleagues will attest, his ability to see the potential and 
talents in those he worked with and to stimulate them to their 
best was remarkable. 


Terry Gigantes will be sorely missed, and he will be long 
remembered. 
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il poursuivit ses propres recherches qui, ces derniers temps,

Il a contribue de 
fagon majeure a faire des entrées-sorties, alors un domaine nouveau 
de la comptabilité nationale et une méthode d’analyse nouvelle en 
économie, un outil standard de l’analyse de politiques. 


Les réalisations professionnelles de Terry ont suscité l'admiration et 
encouragé |’excellence. Mais c’est sa personnalité qui l’a fait aimer 
de tous ceux qui l’ont cétoyé. Ses antécédents familiaux et ses 
expériences de jeunesse ont fait de lui un homme remarquablement 
aimable, compatissant et généreux. Sa capacité a déceler le potentiel 
et le talent de ses collaborateurs et a les amener a offrir le meilleur 
d’eux-mémes était remarquable.

1997 Historical Revision 


A. Introduction 


This publication presents revised data of the Canadian 
Input-Output Accounts for 32 years from 1961 to 1992 as 
compiled for the 1997 historical revision of the Canadian 
System of National Accounts (CSNA). The data for the 
1993 - 1995 period will be published in a follow-up publi- 
cation in early 1999. 


The previous publication’ of the Canadian Input-Output 
Accounts contains the data for 1992 on the old basis and 
was released in 1996. The data in that publication as 
well as in all previous publications of the Canadian Input- 
Output Accounts are completely superseded by the data 
produced for the 1997 historical revision. 


The work relating to this revision which was started in 
1994 and completed in 1997, covers the four sub-sys- 
tems of the CSNA: the Input-Output Accounts; the In- 
come and Expenditure Accounts; the Balance of Payments 
and Financial Flows; and the Gross Domestic Product by 
Industry. This four-year project involved the most thor- 
ough review of concepts, methods and statistics under- 
taken by Statistics Canada since the introduction of the 
National Accounts of Canada in the 1940's. 


In addition to providing a comprehensive review of con- 
cepts and methods, the 1997 historical revision was de- 
signed to accomplish several goals: 


¢ to render the CSNA more internationally compa- 
rable by implementing the concepts and methods rec- 
ommended by the international System of National 
Accounts, 1993? taking into account Canadian insti- 
tutional arrangements; 


* to implement the Balance of Payments Manual, 5° 
edition, 1993 (BPM-5) of the International Monetary 
Fund; 


* to enhance the analytical usefulness of the CSNA 
by making suitable changes to its structure with a 
view to fully integrating the sub-systems of the CSNA: 
the Input-Output Accounts; the Income and Expendi- 
ture Accounts; the Balance of Payments and Finan- 
cial Flows; and the Gross Domestic Product by In- 
dustry;

Revision historique de 1997 


A. Introduction

Les données de cette demieére publi- 
cation ainsi que celles de toutes les autres publications antérieures 
des comptes des entrées-sorties sont maintenant compléetement 
remplacées par les nouvelles données compilées selon la révision 
historique de 1997. 


Amorcée en 1994 et terminée en 1997, la révision historique visait 
les quatre sous-systemes du SCNC: les comptes d’entrées-sor- 
ties, les comptes des revenus et des dépenses, la balance des 
paiements et les flux financiers, ainsi que le produit intérieur brut 
par industrie (branche d’activité). Cette activité de révision historique 
s’est déroulée sur une période de quatre ans, amenant Statistique 
Canada a procéder a l’examen le plus approfondi des concepts, 
des méthodes et des statistiques depuis I’établissement des comptes 
nationaux du Canada dans les années 40. 


En plus d’une revue exhaustive des concepts et des méthodes, la 
révision historique de 1997 a été menée en vue di’atteindre les 
objectifs suivants : 


° améliorer la comparabilité internationale du SCNC en 
appliquant les concepts et les méthodes recommandés 
internationalement par le Systeme de comptabilité nationale, 
1993, tout en tenant compte des particularités canadiennes;

* to rebase the constant dollar series of the CSNA to 
1992 from the previous 1986 base in order to bring 
them in line with a more recent price structure. 


Each sub-system of the CSNA is presented in a separate 
publication. The present publication is devoted to histori- 
cal data of the Canadian Input-Output Accounts for the 
period 1961 - 1992 and reflects the conceptual, statistical 
and classification changes resulting from the major revi- 
sion mentioned earlier. Due to the volume of data related 
to this 32 year period, only the Small (S) level of aggrega- 
tion in current dollars (C$) is published in this document. 


A significant change that broadly affected the presenta- 
tion of the Canadian Input-Output Accounts as a result of 
the historical revision is the treatment of non-business 
(government and personal sectors) activities . Prior to 
the 1997 historical revision, Industry Accounts of the In- 
put-Output Tables were confined to activities of the busi- 
ness sector only. Government activities and activities of 
non-profit institutions of the personal sector appeared not 
as part of the business sector but as appropriate catego- 
ries in the Final Demand Matrix of the tables. Accord- 
ingly, outputs of these entities were not reflected in the 
Make (Output) and Use (Input) Matrices of the “old” struc- 
ture. By contrast, with the historical revision, the Input- 
Output Tables now show the activities of these two sec- 
tors (personal and government) in both the Make and the 
Use Matrices as non-business sector industries.

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Presentation of Data 
A. Contents of the publication 


In the Canadian System of National Accounts, the Input- 
Output Accounts have two sets of interrelated accounts: 
(a) the Industry Accounts; and (b) the Commodity Ac- 
counts. The Industry Accounts contain the commodity 
composition of industry output and its complete costs of 
production including profits (surplus). The Commodity 
Accounts, on the other hand, show the supply and dispo- 
sition of goods and services. The framework of the Cana- 
dian Input-Output Tables is closely related to the one de- 
scribed in the United Nations report, System of National 
Accounts, 1993, mentioned earlier. The inputs and out- 
puts of industries, classified by commodity, are presented 
in separate tables. The Canadian Input-Output Tables are 
rectangular rather than square since the number of goods 
and services exceeds the number of industries. 


For each year, three basic tables are prepared: (1) Make 
(Output) Matrix; (2) Use (Input) Matrix; and (3) Final De- 
mand Matrix. The Input-Output Accounts are prepared 
and balanced at the most detailed level known as the 
“Worksheet” (W) level, with 203 industries for the 1961- 
1980 period and 243 industries from 1981 to 1992. The 
number of goods and services and primary inputs for the 
1961 - 1985 period add to 615, while for the 1986-1992 
period, they add to 679. In the final demand, there are 
138 categories for the 1961-1980 period and 162 catego- 
ries for the 1981-1992 period. The Worksheet (W) level 
data are then aggregated into Link (L), Medium (M), and 
Small (S) levels for consistency during the entire period 
as shown in the following table.

At the W, L and M levels of detail, some of the entries in 
various matrices are confidential under the provisions of 
the Statistics Act. Consequently, data are provided to users 
after suppressing the confidential cells where applicable. 


The tables in the present publication are at the S level of 
aggregation, covering 51 goods and services and 6 pri- 
mary inputs, (a total of 57), 21 industries and 13 final de- 
mand categories. The concordances among the various 
levels of aggregation for industries, goods and services 
and primary inputs are provided in the Appendix.

Présentation des données 
A. Contenu de la publication 


Dans le systeme canadien, les comptes d’entrées-sorties 
comprennent deux ensembles de comptes étroitement liés : a) les 
comptes d’industries et b) les comptes de biens et services. Les 
comptes d’industries portent sur la composition de la production et 
sur ensemble des coiits de production, y compris les bénéfices 
(excédent). Pour leur part, les comptes de biens et services font 
ressortir l’offre et l'utilisation des biens et services.

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B. Understanding the Content of Input-Output Tables 


Illustrative examples presented here highlight the descrip- 
tive as well as the analytical usefulness of input-output 
data presented in tabular form. Observed relationships be- 
tween industries producing several goods and services and 
various users of these goods and services allow the iden- 
tification of certain meaningful economic relationships. A 
number of possible applications of the data are also de- 
scribed. They are meant to familiarize the reader with the 
richness of the basic data as well as their potential for vari- 
Ous analytical uses. 


The illustration uses one manufacturing industry (No. 5), 
and one commodity, petroleum & coal products (No. 26), 
at the S level of aggregation. Utilizing data for 1961 (ta- 
bles 2, 3, & 4) and for 1992 (tables 95, 96, & 97), the in- 
dustry can be identified as column 5 of the Make and Use 
Matrices and the commodity as row 26 in the Make, Use 
and Final Demand Matrices. 


(i) Producers 


The simple question, “who produces what?” is easily an- 
swered by referring to the Make Matrix where each row 
shows the distribution of output of each commodity by in- 
dustry and where each column lists the distribution of out- 
put of each industry by commodity. For example, one may 
find that in 1961 the manufacturing industry (column 5 of 
the Make Matrix) produced $1,249.7 million of petroleum 
and coal products (row 26) whereas all domestic indus- 
tries combined (row 26 in the last column of the Make Ma- 
trix) produced $ 1,272.2 million of that commodity. Thus, 
the manufacturing industry accounted for 98.2 % of the 
total domestic production of this commodity in 1961 
(1,249.7/1,272.2)x100=98.2%. In 1992, based on the data 
contained in column 5 and row 26 of the Make Matrix, this 
industry is shown to produce $ 16,776.7 million of this com- 
modity. The total domestic output of this commodity, pro- 
duced by all industries, sums up to $ 18,196.4 million. Thus, 
the manufacturing industry accounted for 92.2% of the to- 
tal domestic production of petroleum and coal products in 
1992 (16,776.7/18,196.4)x100=92.2%. This simple dis- 
play of information contained in the two tables in question 
highlights the important observation that the manufactur- 
ing industry's market share of petroleum and coal prod- 
ucts declined from 98.2 % in 1961 to 92.2 % in 1992. 


(ii) Users 


The Input-Output Tables display the demand for various 
goods and services which may be used as intermediate 
inputs (goods and services that are purchased by an in- 
dustry from other industries to produce its outputs) or for 
final consumption by persons, governments, etc. So, the 
question, “who buys what?” is answered by referring to 
the Use (Input) and Final Demand Matrices. Elements in 
the row of the Use Matrix show the use of a particular com- 
modity by various industries whereas elements of the same 
row appearing in the Final Demand Matrix indicate its use 
by various categories of final demand. For example, in 
1961, all industries used petroleum and coal products worth 
$ 868.3 million — the sum of row 26 across the columns of 
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B. Comprendre le contenu des tableaux d’entrées-sorties 


Pour mettre l’accent sur lutilité descriptive et analytique des 
données des tableaux d’entrées-sorties nous présentons ici 
quelques exemples . Les relations observees entre les industries 
produisant plusieurs biens et services et les divers utilisateurs de 
ces biens et services nous aménent a identifier certaines relations 
économiques significatives. Nous décrivons aussi certaines appli- 
cations possibles de ces données afin d’assister les utilisateurs a 
se familiariser a la richesse des données de base et leur potentiel 
pour des fins analytiques. 


Pour les besoins des exemples ci-dessous, on a retenu une 
industrie au S, « l’industrie manufacturiére » (n° 5) et un bien, les 
« produits du pétrole et du charbon » (n° 26), pour les années 1961 
et 1992 (tableaux 2, 3 et 4 pour l'année 1961 et tableaux 95, 96 et 
97 pour l'année 1992). L’industrie figure dans la colonne 5 des 
matrices de la production (sorties) et des utilisations (entrées) et le 
bien, dans la ligne 26 des matrices de la production (sorties), des 
utilisations (entrées) et de la demande finale. 


(i) Producteurs 


On peut répondre facilement a la question: «qui produit quoi?» en 
se reportant a la matrice de la production (sorties), dans laquelle 
chaque ligne montre la répartition par industrie de la production 
d’un bien ou service et chaque colonne montre la répartition par 
bien ou service de la production d’une industrie. En 1961, par 
exemple, l’industrie manufacturiere (colonne 5) a produit pour 
1 249,7 millions de dollars de produits du pétrole et du charbon 
(ligne 26), alors que l'ensemble des industries intérieures en a 
produit pour 1 272,2 millions de dollars (ligne 26 dans la derniére 
colonne de la matrice de production (sorties)). Par conséquent, 
l'industrie manufacturiére a compté pour 98,2 % de la production 
intérieure de ce bien en 1961 (1 249,7/1 272,2)x100=98,2%. En 
1992, toutefois, l’industrie manufacturiére (colonne 5 de la matrice 
de la production (sorties)) a produit pour 16 776,7 millions de dol- 
lars de ce méme bien (ligne 26), alors que ensemble des indus- 
tries intérieures en a produit pour 18 196,4 millions de dollars. 
L’industrie manufacturiére a donc compté pour 92,2 % (16 776,7/ 
18 196,4)x100=92,2% de la production intérieure des produits du 
pétrole et du charbon en 1992.

(ii) Utilisateurs 


Les tableaux d’entrées-sorties aident a faire ressortir les utilisateurs 
des biens et services divers. Les biens et services peuvent étre 
utilisés sous forme d’entrées intermédiaires (biens et services 
achetés par une industrie aupres d’autres industries pour sa pro- 
duction); ou sous forme de demande finale pour la consommation 
finale par les particuliers, par les administrations, etc. Alors, a la 
question : «qui achéte quoi?» nous nous reportons aux matrices 
d’utilisations (entrées) et de demande finale. Dans la matrice des 
utilisations (entrées), les éléments de chaque ligne montrent 
Putilisation d’un bien ou service donné par diverses industries; dans 
la matrice de la demande finale, les éléments de la ligne 
correspondante montrent l’utilisation du méme bien ou service par 
catégorie de demande finale. En 1961, l'ensemble des industries 
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the Use Matrix. Individual entries across row 26 represent 
individual uses by the industry shown as a column. The 
use of the same commodity by all industries in 1992 jumped 
to $ 12,586.4 million — row 26 summed across the columns 
of the Use Matrix. Similarly, information about the use of 
this commodity by categories of final demand can be ob- 
tained from looking at the same row 26 of the Final De- 
mand Matrix. This tabular presentation, once again, pro- 
vides an analytical basis for understanding demand for the 
products of any given industry as well as any changes oc- 
curring over time. 


(iii) Composition of Outputs and Inputs 


The detailed presentation of data on outputs and inputs 
presented in this publication, covering a span of 32 years, 
permits analysis of the composition of outputs and inputs 
of each industry over time. Once again, using the Make 
Matrix, one is able to observe, say for 1961, that the total 
output of the manufacturing industry (column 5) amounted 
to $ 24,654.8 million. Of this, petroleum and coal products 
accounted for $ 1,249.7 million which represents 5.1% of 
the total output of that industry. The corresponding figures 
for the year 1992 stood at $298,924.3 million of which 
petroleum and coal products accounted for $16,776.7 mil- 
lion, respectively, representing some 5.6% of the total. It 
is, thus, appropriate to state that the proportion of the out- 
put of petroleum and coal products produced by the manu- 
facturing industry, in relation to the total output of this in- 
dustry, increased from 5.1 % in 1961 to 5.6 % in 1992. 


In asimilar manner, inputs that are needed to produce out- 
puts of industries (depicted in the Make Matrix) can be iden- 
tified in the Use Matrix. For example, column 5 of the Use 
Matrix lists various inputs needed to produce the output of 
the manufacturing industry. The magnitude of changes in 
the value of inputs over time can be identified and ana- 
lysed. 


(iv) Gross Domestic Product (GDP) by Industry 


Generally speaking, the gross output of an industry con- 
sists of the value of the goods and services produced by 
that industry: the value of steel produced by the steel in- 
dustry; the value of cars and trucks produced by the motor 
vehicles manufacturing industry; etc. A brief reflection tells 
us that, for example, the production of steel requires coal 
and iron ore and other inputs. These goods and services 
are not the products of steel mills. Rather, they are pro- 
duced by other industries and used by the steel mills as 
their inputs. Thus, a measure of the unduplicated produc- 
tion of an industry should exclude all intermediate inputs 
purchased from other industries. 


The Use Matrix displays all the costs incurred in produc- 
tion by an industry: the goods and services used as inter- 
mediate inputs; indirect taxes and subsidies; and returns 
to the factors of production (items 54-57 of the Use Ma- 
trix), namely, wages and salaries, supplementary labour 
income, mixed income and other operating surplus. The 
latter four entries, when combined, constitute “Gross Do- 
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a utilisé 868,3 millions de dollars de produits du pétrole et du char- 
bon —la somme de la ligne 26 a travers des colonnes de la matrice 
des utilisations (entrées). Les entrées spécifiques a travers la rangée 
26 représentent les utilisations individuelles faites par les indus- 
tries en colonne. En 1992, les utilisations du méme bien par 
l'ensemble des industries étaient passées a 12 586,4 millions de 
dollars - somme de la rangée 26 a travers les colonnes de la 
matrice des utilisations. Dans le méme ordre d’idée, |’information 
sur l'utilisation de ce bien par catégorie de demande finale peut 
étre obtenue en examinant la méme rangée dans la matrice de la 
demande finale. Ce genre d’analyse des données permet de 
comprendre la demande pour les produits d’une industrie donnée 
ou l’évolution de cette demande. 


(iii) Composition des entrées et des sorties 


La présentation détaillée dans cette publication des données 
d’entrées-sorties sur une période de 32 ans nous permet de mener 
une analyse dans le temps de la composition des entrées et des 
sorties de chaque industrie. La encore, la matrice de la production 
(sorties) montre qu’en 1961, la production totale de l’industrie 
manufacturiére (colonne 5) atteignait 24 654,8 millions de dollars, 
dont les produits du pétrole et du charbon comptaient pour 
1 249,7 millions de dollars ou 5,1 % de la production totale de cette 
année-la. En 1992, la production de l’industrie s’élevait a 
298 924,3 millions de dollars, dont 16 776,7 millions de dollars, ou 
5,6 %, au titre des produits du pétrole et du charbon. Il est donc 
légitime d’affirmer que la proportion de la production de ce bien 
par l’industrie manufacturiere est passée de 5,1 % en 1961 a5,6 % 
en 1992. 


De la méme facon, les entrées nécessaires a la production des 
industries (représentée dans la matrice de production) peuvent étre 
repérées dans la matrice des utilisations. Par exemple, la colonne 
5 de la matrice des utilisations fournit la liste des entrées nécessaires 
a la production de l'industrie manufacturiére. Lordre de grandeur 
des changements dans la valeur des entrées a travers le temps 
peut étre identifiée et soumise a l’analyse. 


(iv) Produit intérieur brut par industrie 


De fagon générale, la production brute d’une industrie consiste en 
la valeur des biens ou services produits par cette industrie : la valeur 
de l’acier dans le cas des aciéries, la valeur des voitures et camions 
dans le cas des constructeurs automobiles, etc. En y regardant de 
pres, on constate que la production d’acier nécessite du charbon 
et du minerai de fer ainsi que d’autres entrées. Ces biens ne sont 
pas les produits des aciéries. Ils sont produits par d’autres indus- 
tries et sont utilisés par les aciéries comme entrées. Par conséquent, 
une mesure de la production sans double comptage d’une industrie 
doit exclure les entrées intermédiaires achetées a d’autres indus- 
tries. 


La matrice des utilisations (entrées) présente tous les coUts de 
l'industrie résultant de la production : les biens et services utilisés 
comme entrées intermédiaires, les impdts indirects et les subven- 
tions, et les rendements des facteurs de production (postes 54 a 
57 de la matrice des utilisations). Les rendements comprennent : 
les salaires et traitements, le revenu supplémentaire du travail, le 
revenu mixte des entreprises individuelles et autre excédent 
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mestic Product at Factor Cost’ representing the contribu- 
tion of the industry concerned to the total value of produc- 
tion of the economy. 


(v) Gross Domestic Product (GDP) for the Total Economy 


There are two measures of the Gross Domestic Product 
which provide valuation of the production of goods and 
services at different levels. They are: (a) Gross Domestic 
Product at Factor Cost; and (b) Gross Domestic Product 
at Market Prices. 


Factor cost valuation represents the earnings of the fac- 
tors of production as mentioned earlier and is measured 
by the costs of labour (wages and salaries, supplemen- 
tary labour income) and capital inputs (mixed income and 
other operating surplus) in the production process. The 
measure of Gross Domestic Product at Factor Cost for 
the total economy applies only to industries in the economy 
and it is derived by adding items 54-57 as already men- 
tioned in the previous section (iv). 


Indirect taxes (item 52) are a cost to the industry and are 
reflected in the market price of goods and services pro- 
duced by the industry. Subsidies (item 53), where appli- 
cable, have the effect of lowering cost to the firms receiv- 
ing them, and thus reduce the market prices of goods and 
services produced by the industry. They are shown as 
negative (-) entries in the Use (Input) Matrix. Both indirect 
taxes and subsidies affect the market price valuation of 
goods and services. 


While the “factor cost” measure represents the earnings 
of the factors of production as explained above, the mar- 
ket price measure brings the valuation of production up to 
the “market price” level. 


In order to derive the measure of Gross Domestic Prod- 
uct at Market Prices for the total economy, net indirect 
taxes (i.e. indirect taxes less subsidies) should also be 
added to the measure of Gross Domestic Product at Fac- 
tor Cost as they are a part of the market price of goods 
and services. The “net indirect taxes” in this case indi- 
cate that subsidies (item 53) have been subtracted from 
the indirect tax total (item 54). It should be noted that 
indirect taxes are paid not only by the business sector but 
also by other sectors of the economy which are covered 
in the Final Demand Matrix of this publication. Subsidies, 
by definition, apply only to the business sector of the 
economy. 


The GDP at Market Prices as calculated above is called 
income-based GDP. The Input-Output Accounts also in- 
corporate components of expenditure-based GDP. This 
measure is calculated by summing up personal expendi- 
ture, capital formation, government current expenditure, 
change in the value of inventories and net exports (ex- 
ports less imports) appearing in the Final Demand Matrix. 
In the Final Demand Matrix, these categories are shown 
at a finer level of detail.

(v) Produit intérieur brut (PIB) pour Il’économie totale 


Il ya deux genres de mesure du produit intérieur brut qui permettent 
d’évaluer la production de biens et sources a différentes agrégations. 
Ce sont : (a) le produit intérieur brut au coit des facteurs; et (b) le 
produit intérieur brut au prix du marche. 


La mesure « cout des facteurs » représente les rendements des 
facteurs de production tel que mentionné plus haut et est mesurée 
par le cout de la main-d’oeuvre (salaires et traitements et revenus 
supplémentaires du travail) et les entrées de capital (les revenus 
mixes et autre excédent d’exploitation) dans le processus de pro- 
duction. La mesure du produit intérieur brut au cout des facteurs 
pour l'ensemble de l'économie ne s’applique qu’au secteur productif 
de Il’économie. On la calcule en additionnant les postes 54 a 57 tel 
que déja mentionné dans la section (iv) précédente. 


Les imp6ts indirects (poste 52) constituent un codt pour l’industrie 
et font partie du prix au marché des biens et services produits par 
’industrie. Les subventions (poste 53), le cas échéant, réduisent 
les coats pour les entreprises qui les regoivent et, partant, les prix 
au marché des biens et services produits par l'industrie; elles figurent 
dans les matrices d’utilisations (entrées) sous forme de valeurs 
négatives (-). Les imp6ts indirects ainsi que les subventions affectent 
la valeur des prix au marché des biens et services. 


Tel qu’expliqué ci-haut, la mesure des «coits des facteurs » 
représente les rendements des facteurs de production tandis que 
la mesure aux prix du marché fait passer la valeur de la production 
a son « prix du marché ». 


On peut calculer la mesure du Produit intérieur brut au prix du marché 
pour l’6conomie dans son ensemble, en ajoutant les impdts indirects 
nets (imp6ts indirects moins les subventions) a la mesure du Produit 
intérieur brut au cout des facteurs car ces impdts font partie du prix 
du marché des biens et services. « Impdts indirects nets » signifient 
dans ce cas que les subventions (poste 53) ont été soustraites du 
total des impots indirects (poste 54). Veuillez noter que les impdts 
indirects sont payés non seulement par le secteur des entreprises 
mais aussi par les autres secteurs de l’6conomie compris dans la 
matrice de la demande finale de cette publication. Les subventions 
sont par définition allouées uniquement aux producteurs du secteur 
des entreprises de l’6conomie. 


Le PIB au prix du marché tel que calculé plus haut est défini comme 
le PIB par Papproche du revenu. Les comptes d’entrées-sorties 
integrent aussi le PIB au prix du marché par l’approche de la 
dépense. Cette mesure est calculée en additionnant les dépenses 
personnelles, la formation brute de capital fixe, les dépenses 
courantes des administrations, les variations de la valeur des stocks 
et les exportations nettes (exportations nettes des importations) telles 
que présentées dans la matrice de la demande finale. Dans la 
matrice de la demande finale, ces catégories sont éclatées dans 
une structure plus détaillée. 
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(vi) Domestic Availability of Goods and Services 


It may be of interest to know the domestic availability of a 
particular commodity (or all goods and services) for a 
particular year or for the entire time series. The domestic 
availability of a commodity may be defined as total pro- 
duction less exports plus imports (assuming no inven- 
tory change). These values can be read directly from the 
Input-Output Tables. In 1961, the domestic production of 
petroleum and coal products was $1,272.2 million (last 
column of the Make (Output) Matrix) while total exports 
were $13.2 million (column 12 of the Final Demand Ma- 
trix) and imports were $133.8 million. Thus, the domestic 
availability of this product can be derived as: $1,272.2 
million domestic production - $13.2 million exports + 
$133.8 million imports = $1,392.8 million. The corre- 
sponding values for 1992 are: $18,196.4 million domes- 
tic production - $3,446.0 million exports + $2,708.2 mil- 
lion imports = $17,458.6 million. Domestic availability 
was higher than production in 1961 because imports were 
greater than exports. The situation is, however, reversed 
in 1992 when domestic availability is lower than domes- 
tic production as exports exceeded imports in that year. 


(vii) Import Share 


The data used in the preceding section also allow the 
calculation of the import share of a commodity, that is, 
what portion of the domestic availability of a commodity 
comes from foreign countries. From these data, the im- 
port share for the same commodity can be calculated as 
follows: 


(Total imports / Total domestic availability ) x 100 

that is for 1961: 

(133.8 / 1,392.8) x 100 = 9.6%: 

and for 1992, the import share is: 

(2,708.2 / 17,458.6) x 100 = 15.5%. 

Although the domestic production of petroleum and coal 


products for domestic use rose considerably, imports still 
accounted for a larger share of the market in 1992. 


(viii) Export Share 


For countries with considerable foreign trade like Canada, 
there is a keen interest in measures of export perform- 
ance. Asimple indicator of such performance is the pro- 
portion of total domestic production that is exported. Us- 
ing the same commodity as in the previous illustrations, 
1.0% of the domestic production of petroleum and coal 
products was exported in 1961 as follows: 


(13.2 / 1,272.2) x 100 = 1.0%. 
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(vi) Offre intérieure de biens et de services 


On peut s’intéresser a l’offre intérieure d’un bien ou service donné 
(ou de ensemble des biens et services) pour une année donnée ou 
pour toute la série chronologique. On peut définir l’offre intérieure 
comme la production totale moins les exportations, plus les importa- 
tions (en supposant qu’il n’y a aucune variation des stocks). On peut 
obtenir ces valeurs a partir des tableaux d’entrées-sorties. En 1961, 
la production intérieure des produits du pétrole et du charbon s’élevait 
a 1 272,2 millions de dollars (derniére colonne de la matrice de la 
production (sorties), alors que les exportations totales atteignaient 
13,2 millions de dollars (colonne 12 de la matrice de la demande 
finale) et que les importations s’élevaient a 133,8 millions de dollars. 
On peut donc calculer l’offre intérieure de ce produit comme suit : 
1 272,2 millions (production intérieure) - 13,2 millions (exportations) 
+ 133,8 millions (importations) = 1 392,8 millions de dollars. Pour 
1992, les valeurs correspondantes sont les suivantes : 18 196,4 (pro- 
duction intérieure) - 3 446,0 (exportations) + 2 708,2 (importations) = 
17 458,6 millions de dollars. Loffre intérieure était supérieure a la 
production en 1961 parce que les importations excédaient les 
exportations. La situation était legérement inversée en 1992, lorsque 
offre intérieure était inférieure a la production intérieure, les 
exportations excédaient les importations cette année-la. 


(vii) Part des importations 


Les données de la section précédente permettent de calculer la part 
des importations d’un bien ou service, c’est-a-dire la partie de l’offre 
intérieure d’un bien ou d’un service qui vient d’autres pays. A partir 
de ces données, on peut calculer comme suit la part des importa- 
tions de ce bien ou service : 


(Importations totales/Offre intérieure totale) x 100. 

Autrement dit, en 1961 la part des importations correspond a: 
(133,8/1 392,8) x 100=9,6%: 

En 1992, la part des importations correspond a: 

(2 708,2/17 458,6) x 100=15,5%. 

Ainsi, pendant que la production intérieure du pétrole et du charbon 
destinée a l'utilisation intérieure augmentait considérablement, en 
1992 les importations ont compte pour encore une plus grande part 
de l’accroissement du marche. 

(viii) Part des exportations 

Pour les pays, comme le Canada, qui sont fortement dépendants du 
commerce extérieur, la tenue au chapitre des exportations suscite 
un vif intérét. Un indicateur simple de ce rendement est le pourcentage 
de la production intérieure totale d’un bien ou d’un service qui est 
exportée. En utilisant le méme bien que dans les exemples précédents 
pour 1961, le Canada a exporté 1,0 % dela production intérieure de 


produits du pétrole et du charbon, soit : 


(13,2/1 272,2) x 100=1,0% 
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By 1992, this proportion increased to 18.9% as shown 
below: 


(3,446.0 / 18,196.4 ) x 100 = 18.9% 
(ix) Indirect Taxes and Subsidies 


In compiling Input-Output Accounts at producers’ prices 
and purchasers’ prices, the costs or margins that arise 
between the value received by the producer (i.e. the value 
that covers all costs of production) and the value paid by 
the purchaser must be identified. One of these margins is 
the value of commodity taxes paid by the purchaser, be it 
an industry or a category of final demand. All commodity 
indirect taxes and all other indirect taxes are classified to 
the industry or final demand category paying them. The 
total of such taxes agrees with values published in the 
National Economic and Financial Accounts (Catalogue 
13-001-XPB) but the Input-Output Accounts provide ad- 
ditional information such as the industries and final de- 
mand categories which pay these taxes. Similarly, in the 
Input-Output Tables, subsidies are allocated to the indus- 
tries receiving them. Also, from 1986 onwards, subsidies 
are broken down into two categories: commodity subsi- 
dies and non-commodity subsidies. These details and 
their routing in the Input-Output Accounts make additional 
analyses possible, e.g., to determine the effects of taxes 
and subsidies, to build certain policy simulation models, 
etc.’ 


(x) Analytical Tables 


Input-output data contained in the Make, Use, and Final 
Demand Matrices, provide snapshots of the production 
structure of the Canadian economy. They are also useful 
for the identification of many meaningful economic rela- 
tionships, as described earlier. Richness of the observed 
data is further exploited to produce a number of analyti- 
cal tables. These tables (Tables 98-101) are based on 
the results obtained by applying the “Open”> Input-Out- 
put Simulation Model. This model measures the impact 
of expenditures specified exogenously on the commodity 
and industry outputs - hence, the term /mpact Tables. 


Impact Tables capture the direct and the indirect (i.e., to- 
tal) requirements per dollar of final expenditure, assum- 
ing that this dollar of final demand is spent on domestic 
goods and services. Let us say, for example, that an in- 
crease in the final demand for automobiles leads to a di-

The impact model presented in this Guide is open in the sense that it does 
not take account of changes in spending (personal or investment) which 
may ensue when labour income and capital income are increased. Input- 
output impact models, which incorporate households into the model of the 
business sector and take account of their spending decisions, are known 
as closed input-output models.

(ix) Les imp6ts indirects et subventions 


Lors de la préparation des tableaux d’entrées-sorties aux prix a la 
production et aux prix a l’achat, il faut identifier les cotts ou les 
marges qui s’interposent entre la valeur regue par le producteur, 
valeur qui couvre tous ses coits de production, et la valeur payée 
par l’acheteur. Lune de ces marges est la valeur des impéts sur les 
biens et services payés par l’acheteur, qu’il s'agisse d’une industrie 
ou d’une catégorie de demande finale. Tous les impéts indirects sur 
les biens et services et tous les autres impdts indirects sont classés 
dans l’industrie ou la catégorie de demande finale qui les débourse. 
Le total de ces impéts correspond aux valeurs publiées dans les 
Comptes nationaux économiques et financiers (n° 13-001-XPB au 
catalogue), mais les tableaux d’entrées-sorties montrent en outre 
les industries et catégories de demande finale qui paient les impédts. 
De méme, dans les tableaux d’entrées-sorties, les subventions sont 
réparties selon les industries qui les regoivent. De plus, a partir de 
1986, les subventions sont réparties en deux catégories, soit les 
subventions sur les biens et services et les subventions autres que 
sur les biens et services. Cette répartition détaillée des impdéts 
indirects et des subventions permet d’effectuer d’autres analyses, 
par exemple l’incidence des impdts et des subventions; concevoir 
certains modeéles de simulation de politiques, etc.* 


(x) Tableaux analytiques 


Les données d’entrées-sorties contenues dans les matrices de pro- 
duction, d’utilisations et de la demande finale constituent en soi un 
vue sommaire de la structure de la production de l'économie 
canadienne. Elles peuvent aussi étre utilisées pour identifier 
plusieurs relations économiques significatives telles que décrites 
plus haut. La richesse des données observées peut étre encore 
plus exploitée par le biais d’un certain nombre de tableaux 
analytiques. Ces tableaux (tableaux 98 a 101) sont fondés sur les 
résultats obtenus a partir du modéle de simulation d’entrées-sorties 
de type «ouvert».* Ce modéle mesure |’impact de dépenses 
exogeénes sur la production par biens et services et par industries - 
ce qui explique le terme tableaux d’impact. 


Les tableaux d’impact concernent l’apport que chaque industrie 
fournit, directement ou indirectement, pour un dollar de demande 
finale en faisant Phypothése que ce dollar de demande finale est 
dépensé sur des biens et services intérieurs. Supposons qu’un 
accroissement de la demande finale d’automobiles stimule un

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rect (and equal) increase in the output of automobiles. 
This direct stimulus results in increased purchases by 
the motor vehicles industry from industries producing 
steel, automotive components, tires, etc., and a long 
chain of production increases is unleashed since each 
of the products required for production will, in turn, re- 
quire various inputs. Thus, the impact coefficients sum- 
marize the results of chain reactions of an initial impulse. 


The first table, Table 98 shows the total effects of one 
dollar spent on a particular commodity. For example, a 
perusal of row 1 (reading column-wise) indicates that a 
indirect increase in the output of agriculture (column 1) 
amounts to $.075 whereas the production of fishing and 
trapping (column 2) increases fractionally by $.0001 and 
so on. Column 22, which is the sum of all industries’ 
direct and indirect effects, reports total gross output of 
commodity 1 as $1.7815 — an increase of slightly more 
than $0.78. Columns 23 to 25 show the total contribu- 
tion to GDP arising out of the initial dollar spent on com- 
modity 1. The GDP contribution for the business sector 
and the non-business sector is shown separately in col- 
umns 23 and 24, respectively. 


Similarly, in Table 99, the direct and the indirect (total) 
effects of a dollar’s final expenditure on an industry's 
output are depicted. Analogous to the previous expla- 
nation, row 1 for example, implies that the indirect im- 
pact on agriculture’s production amounts to $0.2673 and 
indirectly other industries’ increases amount to the val- 
ues listed in the respective columns. Total Gross Out- 
put (column 22) is a summation across columns that in 
this case, amounted to an increase of $1.9924. Total 
contribution to the GDP arising from increased outputs 
has been shown in column 25 with a split between the 
business and non-business sectors in columns 23 and 
24, respectively. 


Two more tables of special interest are presented in this 
publication. Table 100 presents the contribution to GDP 
and to leakages from one dollar of expenditure on in- 
dustry output. Both the direct and the indirect effects 
are shown for the business and the non-business com- 
ponents of the economy — in columns 1 to 4 of the table. 
Columns 1 and 2 separate the direct and the indirect 
effects of the business component. Column 23 of Table 
99 shows the total of these two effects. Interestingly, 
columns 5 to 7 of Table 100 identify those elements of 
the GDP contribution that escape the production sys- 
tem via net indirect taxes, imports and certain other leak- 
ages (e.g., inventory withdrawals or disinvestment). The 
summation of the column elements shown in column 8 
completes the distribution of a dollar spent on an indus- 
try’s output. 


Finally, the fourth impact table (Table 101) provides the 
number of jobs that would be created - both directly and 
indirectly - per million dollars of output. The unit of one 
million dollars is chosen instead of “one dollar of out- 
put” in order to show significant levels of employment 
rather than fractions with the decimals.

Par exemple, un examen 
de la ligne 1 (lire par colonne) nous indique que l’accroissement indi- 
rect dans la production de l’agriculture (colonne 1) s’éleve a ,075$; 
alors que la production de péche et piégeage (colonne 2) ne s’accroit 
que de ,0001$; et ainsi de suite. La colonne 22 qui est la somme des 
effets directs et indirects nous montre que la production totale du bien 
1 est de 1,7815$ — un accroissement d’un peu plus de 0,78$. Les 
colonnes 23 a 25 montrent la contribution totale au PIB causée par 
un dollar de dépense du bien 1. La contribution du PIB pour chacune 
des composantes commerciale et non commerciale du secteur des 
entreprises est montrée séparément dans les colonne 23 et 24 
respectivement. 


De la méme maniére, le tableau 99 représente les effets directs et 
indirects (totaux) d’un dollar de dépense finale sur la production d’une 
industrie. Par analogie a l’explication précédente, la ligne1 nous montre 
par exemple que l’impact indirect sur la production de l’agriculture se 
chiffre 4 0,2673$ alors que les accroissements indirects sur les autres 
industries correspondent aux montants se retrouvant dans leurs 
colonnes respectives. La production totale (colonne 22) est la somme 
des colonnes, qui donne lieu dans ce cas-ci en un accroissement de 
1,9924$. La contribution au PIB résultant d’un accroissement de la 
production se retrouve dans la colonne 25, éclaté en composantes 
commerciale et non-commerciale du secteur des entreprises dans 
les colonnes 23 et 24 respectivement. 


On présente deux autres tableaux d’intérét particulier sont présentés 
dans cette publication. Le tableau 100 représente la contribution au 
PIB et aux frutes provenant d’une dépense d’un dollar sur la produc- 
tion d’une industrie. Les effets directs et indirects sont tous les deux 
éclatés en composantes commerciale et non-commerciale de 
l'économie — dans les colonnes 1 a 4 du tableau. Les colonnes 1 et 2 
font la distinction entre les effets directs et indirects de la composante 
commerciale. La colonne 23 du tableau 99 montre le total de ces 
deux effets. Fait interessant, les colonnes 5 a 7 du tableau 100 
identifient ces éléments du PIB qui représentent des fuites au systeme 
de production sous forme d’impéts indirects; d’importations et autres 
fuites (par exemple retraits des stocks ou désinvestissement). La 
somme des éléments de la colonne 8 établit que la distribution de un 
dollar sur la production d’une industrie est épuisée. 


Enfin, le quatrieme tableau d’impact (tableau 101) présente le nombre 
d’emplois qui pourraient étre créés - tant directement qu’indirectement 
- par « un million de dollars de production ». L’unité de un million de 
dollars a été utilisée ici au lieu de « un dollar de production » de fagon 
a illustrer des niveaux d’emplois significatifs au lieu de fractions avec 
décimales. 
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It should be pointed out that, in addition to utilizing the 
SIC description of industries, Input-output Accounts have 
established “fictive industries” and “fictive goods and 
services”. These are artificial constructs in that they are 
used to route a group of goods and services inputs whose 
precise goods and services composition is not known. 
Although establishments report their goods and services 
inputs in considerable detail, there are still some inputs 
that are lumped into “catch-all” categories, e.g., office 
supplies; laboratory supplies, etc. Each of these catego- 
ries entails many input-output goods and services. For 
example, corresponding to the fictive good, office sup- 
plies, a fictive office supply industry is created. At the S 
level of aggregation, industry 17: “Operating, office, caf- 
eteria and laboratory supplies”; industry 18: “Travel, en- 
tertainment, advertising and promotion”; and industry 19: 
“Transportation margins’ fall in this category. Each fictive 
industry’s output is also identified as a separate fictive 
good or services: the output of fictive industry 17 is fictive 
good 45: “Operating, office, cafeteria and laboratory sup- 
plies”; fictive industry 18 is fictive good 46: “Travel and 
entertainment, advertising and promotion”; and fictive in- 
dustry 19 is fictive service 44: “Transportation margins’. 


The reader will also note that in analytical Table 98, the 
impact on fictive goods and services (44-46) is not shown. 
The same is true for fictive industries 17-19 in the Table 
99. The Input-Output Model, by using the input structure 
of fictive industries, first, translates the impact of pro- 
ducing fictive goods and services into the identified goods 
and services. These are then assigned to respective 
users of the goods and services before producing the 
impact table. Note also that the model calculations are 
performed at the most detailed level of aggregation in 
order to use all the information of the I/O Tables and are 
subsequently aggregated to the “S” level. 
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ll importe de mentionner qu’en plus d’utiliser la description CTI des 
industries, les comptes d’entrées-sorties comprennent certains 
groupes d’industries et de biens et services appelés respectivement 
« industries fictives » et « biens et services fictifs ». Les industries 
fictives nous permettent de classer certains groupes de biens et serv- 
ices dans les entrées des industries lorsque le contenu précis en 
biens et services est inconnu. Méme si les établissements doivent 
ventiler avec précision leurs entrées en biens et services, il arrive 
que certaines entrées soient regroupées en catégories peu explicites 
(fournitures de bureau, fournitures de laboratoire, etc. Chacune de 
ces catégories comprend plusieurs biens et services utilisés dans 
les tableaux d’entrées-sorties. Par example, nous créons une industrie 
fictive « fournitures de bureau » correspondant au bien fictif 
« fournitures de bureau ». A l’agrégation « S », les industries 
suivantes font partie de cette catégorie : l’industrie 17 « Fourniture 
d’exploitation, de bureau, de cafétéria et de laboratoire »; l’industrie 
18 « Voyages et divertissement, publicité et promotion » etl’industrie 
19 « Marges de transport ». Chaque industrie fictive produit un bien 
ou service fictif, ’industrie 17 produisant le bien fictif 45 « Fourniture 
d’exploitation, de bureau, de cafétéria et de laboratoire » alors que 
la production de l’industrie 18 est le service fictif 46 « Voyages et 
divertissement, publicité et promotion ». La production de l’industrie 
19 est le service fictif 44 « Marge de transport ». 


Le lecteur notera que dans le tableau 98 l’impact sur les biens et 
services fictifs (44-46) n’apparait pas. Laméme remarque s’applique 
au industries fictives 17 a 19 du tableau 99. En utilisant la structure 
des entrées des industries fictives, le modéle d’entrées-sorties traduit 
les impacts de production de biens et services fictifs en biens et serv- 
ices visés. Ceux-ci sont alors alloués aux utilisateurs respectifs des 
biens et services avant de produire les tableaux d’impact. II faut aussi 
noter que les calculs du modéle sont effectués a partir des données 
détaillées. Nous utilisons alors toute l'information disponible des tab- 
leaux d’entrées-sorties, les résultats étant agrégés par la suite a 
’agrégation S.
